Jacks Lose Bitter Fight 
To Winnipeg Machine

In two games, in which basket¬ 
ball fans paid nearly $800 admis¬ 
sion, the Union Jacks, provincial 
champions, suffered defeat in the 
Dominion elimination contest at 
the hands of the Winnipeg Toiler* 
last Saturday and Monday nights. 

The close finish in the first 
natch, seen by a packed house, 
in which the Winnipegers finish¬ 
'd with only a four point lead, 
<core 42—38, brought an even 
larger attendance the second night. 
And fans were not disappointed 
in their expectations of sei- 
■ ng the most thrilling and hard- 
f.night contest ever played on the 
local floor. Both games were ex¬ 
hibitions of skill, speed and en¬ 
durance such as one would never 
expect to see outside of profession¬ 
al teams.

Saturday night’s game opened 
with a dazzling hurst of speed on 
on the part of the Jacks which 
gained them 6 points in quick suc¬ 
cession, and which bred high hopes 
in the hearts of supporters that 
the series would fall easily to the 
Alberta team. However, the Toil¬ 
ers evidently recognized that here 
was no child’s play, and fell into 
a machine-like activity which soon 
overcame the handicap and at the 
end of the first half had the heavy 
end of a 25—20 score. 

In the second half the Jacks 
igain found the basket and b.v th« 
time the Toilers had reached 81 
points the Jacks had them tied. 

Ferguson, who jumped for the 
Peg, starred throughout the game 
and scored 17 points. He is the 
fastest player ever seen on the loc¬ 
al floor, with the exception of 
Norton, of the Minneapolis Globe 
Trotters, who played here two 
years ago. Had ho not been of 
prof.-ssional calibre the end of the 
story would have been different. 

Meldrum did the main scoring 
for the Jacks. He also scored 17 
points, but was forced to some¬ 
what favor his hand which was 
broken ten days ago. It is curious 
to note that both teams missed 
enough free throws to double the 
lead on one hand, or tie the score 
on the other.

On Monday night both teams 
ran on to the floor prepared to 
play the hardest game of their 
careers. Neither were disappoint¬ 
ed. Both admit it. As in the 
first game the Jacks began scor¬ 
ing and in five minutes of play 
had scored 4 points overcoming 
the lead of the previous game. 
Then began the most relentless 
series of uttaks and counter attacka 
ever seen here. Both teams settl¬ 
ed into a gruelling, heart-break 
ing pace in which physical con¬ 
dition was bound to tell the tale. 
The Manitoba machine exercised 
its full force and strategy and soon 
overcame the Jacks lead. The 
Jacks tied the score, but in the 
last minute of the first period the 
Foilers tossed a field throw into 
the cage and walked off with a 2- 
point lead—12—10. 

In the second period the terrific 
pace continued Checking was so 
j vicious on both sides that at near¬ 


ly every encounter men wen- 
thrown to the floor. The Jaok* 
put every ounce of energy they 
possessed into this half, and in 
spite of the Toilets best effort* 
and skill, had gained a margin of 
6 points to the good, 24—18, wit) 
only six minutes to play. Thei 
something happened. The inces¬ 
sant onslaught of Ferguson am 
his two forwards crashed throng) 
the Jacks’ defense while his owi 
guard line remained intact. Th« 
Jacks were spent. Their attack* 
were broken on the rocks of bet¬ 
ter conditioned men. The Toiler 
had in reserve a relentless burst ot 
speed for the last few minutes ol 
the game. They used it at tin 
first indications of wavering on 
the part of the Jacks. It cam* 
with crushing and decisive effect. 
Only one of the Jacks—And} 
Lund—show ed no signs of weak¬ 
ening. He played the game of hi* 
life and was the real stAr of the 
series. Had the balance of tin 
team been able to keek up his pao< 
the Toilers would have returnee 
home from here, notwithstanding 
the furious w ork of Ferguson, win 
was hero, there and everywhere, 
and who scored 23 points alone 

But the Jacks had cracked un¬ 
der the strain and were unable t< 
stop the finishing rush of the 
Winnipeg machine. The Toiler* 
kiegan dropping the hall througl 
the hoop with amazing regularity 
and the final score stood 37—21 
in their favor. The fact that 
that Fairkanks fouled himself of 
the floor with three minutes to g« 
made no difference. The gam* 
was already lost. But what * 
game! No one enpects to ever pec 
such another stubborn, unyielding 
battle on any basketball floor. 

Grant of Winnipeg and Woof 
of Magrath handled both game* 
satisfactorily.

With basketball gaining so rap¬ 
idly as a popular sport through¬ 
out the country, and with mor« 
teams coming into existence eacl 
season, it is somewhat doubtfu 1 
that Raymond ever will figure in 
the Dominion finals.

Prom February, 1856, when Quern 
Victoria Instituted the world's most 
honored decoration, until July, 1911, 
5U2 crossed were granted, while dur 
lng the war thero were 579 V.C. 
awards, making a total of 1 , 101 . 

The intrinsic value of the cross it¬ 
self, cast from cannon taken at 
Sebastopol In the Crimean War, ha i 
not altered; the cost of production 
Ih less than Is. The Incomparable 
moral value of It also remains un¬ 
altered; but whereas originally It 
carried with it a special pension ot 
no more than U 0 a your, this may 
now in e\t op i >nal cas* s he increased 
to 3:75. 

A V.C. man, like any Service pen- 
rloner, may draw his pension over¬ 
seas, whether In the Dominions or 
otherwise, .always provided that he 
has hrst obtained permission to ro- 
side nbmad. 

No one but the ruling sovereign 
ha# power to take a V.C. away from 
a recipient. The sovereign may ex 
erelic this power if a V.C. man bo 
convicted of treason, cowardice, 
felony, “or of any infamous crime, 
or If he be accused of any such 
offence and doth not after a reason 
I able time surrender himself to be 
tried for the same."

London Writer Says Rjssia’s Destiny 
Being Fought Out in China 

Trotsky with extreme cleverness, 
has declared that if the theory ol 
world-revolution is abandoned, So¬ 
cialism cannot maintain itself even 
in Kinsia.

Timber Supply 
Nearly Exhausted 

Says Softwood Resources of Canada 
Will be Depleted Within 23 
Years 

“A revhw of the forestry tdtu;ulon 
throughout the world leads to the 
conclusion that available suppllci of 
the principal timbers of commerce are 
rapidly approaching exhaustion," de 
clarea the second annual report of the 
Imperial Forestry Institute at Oxford, 
which mentions, among other start¬ 
ling facts, that the virgin softwood 
resources of Canada cannot last more 
than 26 years. The report sum¬ 
marises the pr« sent situation as fol¬ 
lows: 

Nine-tenths of the supplies of pine, 
spruce. Isrch, and fir available to 
meet the huge world demand for soft¬ 
woods—which effintltute about 80 per 
cent, of the wood tncd for industrial 
purposes—are situated In North 
America, North Europe, and Siberia 
In Kurop • onclhitd of the total land 
area is under forest, but because of 
the enormous tonnage Imported into 
Great l hit am and other countries in 
the west of the continent, where the 
supply of home grown timber is re 
latlvely small, the annual consump¬ 
tion of these softwoods exceeds the 
amount grown by about 3,000 million 
cubic feet. For the time being —on 
account of difficulties of transport, 
prices, and, generally speaking, of 
their inaccessibility—the great for¬ 
ests of Russia and Siberia cannot be 
used for overtaking this deficiency; 
if these obstacles are overcome the 
timber which they produce is more 
likely to be sold In China. Japan, and 
even in the Fnited States, than in the 
west of Kurupe. 

It is necessary, therefore, for Great 
Fritain and the rest of Europe to turn 
in the other chief source of supply in 
North America. Rut luro again the 
prospects, and indeed the existing 
conditions, are the reverse of hope¬ 
ful. Even from Canada, largely 
drained of Its softwoods by the wood 
pulp industry, little Is to be expected. 

Kucli year tire. Insects, and disease 
destroy an amount of timber as great 
us that felled by the lumbermen, and 
only 27 per cent, of the original for¬ 
est Is left. 

East of Winnipeg much of the saw¬ 
mill timber has already been con¬ 
sumed. and In British Columbia, 
which produces three-quarters of the 
total supply of the Iknnlnlon. it is cs- 
i mu ted iJuu ihe virgin .-oft wood re 
sources cannot la •■- t for more than, 

twenty-five years. In the Fnltcd World’s Largest Book 
States, which consume about half the 
timber of the world and Incidentally 
provide a market for over four-fifths, 
of the trade of Canada in forest pro¬ 
ducts. the story Is practically the 
same. Their original forest area has 
been reduced by more than one-half, 
their existing resources are given a 
life of only twenty-five years, and 
thtlr imports of timber from Canada 
increase as the Dominion shipments 
to Rrituln decline.

8ome beet growers have already 
harrowed their beet land twice 
this spring. Others have not yet 
awakened to the fact that spring¬ 
time is here, and that the soil 
-should be stirred up so that it will 
becom* aerated and warmed by 
the sunshine, and drifting and 
baking prevented. 

What was done with the land 
in 1926 will largely determine how 
t should be handled this spring, 
ilowever, it should be cultivated 
lanowed or disced just as early as 
ohe soil will permit the farm tool 
ised to work in it without injur¬ 
ing its mechanical condition. 

Thd following suggestions may 
be helpful in preparing our land 
for the beet drill this season: 

SUMMERFALLOWED LAND 
should be harrowed with a spike- 
tooth harrow weighted or ridden 
by the teamster, then levelled and 
harrowed at least twice and more 
if neoessary to bring tin* moisture 
close to the surface. 

OLD BEET LAND should be 
double disced early and harrowed 


( mho or twice to work t h • 
vegetable matter and manure ly¬ 
ing on the surface into the soil be- 
f»»j e this fertilizing material blowi 
a w ay. If this land la too compact 
it should be spring plowed car# 
being taken to follow the plow im¬ 
mediately with the harrow and 
packer to conserve ths moisture. 
After these operations treat the 
same as suggested for summer- 
fallow land. 

STUBBLE LAND should be 
thoroughly disced to break up the 
stubble and work it into the soil 
then plowed, packed, leveled and 
harrowed, harrowing to be done a 
sufficient number of times to make 
a thoroughly good seed bed with 
moisture w ithin one inch of the 
surface. However, we do not re¬ 
commend planting stubble land to 
beets with the expectation of 
heavy yields unless the soil is fair¬ 
ly rich in available plant food. 

These suggestions worked out 
with good horse sense as early as 
possible will briug results satis¬ 
factory alike to the grower and 
faotory.
